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1 have perſwaded the Scationer to reprint” 
ther, as fit at this time to be generally perus >: 
For Sr, John Davis, in his Report of Lalor's 
Caſe, gives an Hiftoricall Account of the Pope's 
| Invations apon us from Edward the Confefſor's 
time in matters Civil; and the Lord Chief 
Fuſtice Coke gives allo a full and clear Account 
of the Pope's Intrutions vpon us In matters Ec- 
clefjaſticall, Neither of them do med.!le with 
the Cavills of Religion between us and the 
Papal Power , but what concerns their 
State and ours... ani that deduced from 
Antiquity ; bow we ought to pay our ſingle 
Dbediend, 11; Church and State, ( as 
our Predeceſſors have done, or endeav? wrt to 
doe. for many Apes, to their reſpeftive Kings. ) 
And though there have been many Invaſions or 
_ Intrufions upon #5 by the Power and Policy of 
the Pope and his Agents, yet we were al- 
waies ſiruggling to get out : Sometimes we 
maſtered them, and ſometimes we were maſie- 
red by them ; according to the Reſolution or 
Weakoeſ of thoſe our former Kings who were 
to maintain their inherent Intereſis. And how- 
ever ſome Papal Pretences .ſeem to be, yet we 


may clearly pe ( when they got the upper hand ) 


what 
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what Subjedion they intended to impoſe upon 
us, as they did on King john ; and they nick'd 
the time when he was imoroyl d and even E ttolh 
immerged inthe Diſtempers of his unruly Sul 
jets, and inraged Forreiners : and then, by 
the opportunity of thoſe Factions an1 Forrei. 
ner3 they did ſubjugate this Kingdome 
to his Principality in Italy, and —_ it its 
Vaſjall more then ever any Emperour of Rome 
did pretend to, or could accom »liÞb, And 
though after King John, there were wari us 
Cont: fs by Our Ft” Kings, yet none did 
fo effeually rout the Papal Intereſt here as 
Henry the VIII. for which the Romanilts do 
Tip up all his Vices. to make him as odious to 
the world as poj jJble - and among other things 
they affirm, that He was the man that rebell'd 
from their Church. OC Whenas their Hiſto- 
rie and ours tell us, and them, that be lived 
and died a Roman Catholick,) And they 
farther ſay, that ic was He that brought in our 
Religion ; which they now call Hereli ie, and 
i5 bat a Reforniation of theirs © p75 even 
that Reformation was begun and proſecuted 


(though but in parcells ) by former Ages , but 
wot Jab till Henry the VII, had firſt 
| broky 
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broke their Civil [ntereſt here, and then it 
went 0Nn with eaſe by King Henry ”% Succeſ- 


But by their Railings on Henry the Vill, 
Luther, Calvin, and {know not whom, ( whoſe 
 Dottrines we do not altogether follow ) the 

| Papal Agents do moſt wonderfully deceive the 
unhixt and wavering minds of men,who do not 
knw the true Foundation of our Church ani 
State here in England, clearly and through 
all Antiquity independent upon any Church 
or State but its own, or on any perſon but 
the Monarch thereof ; a5 is moſt fully ſet forth in 
theſe excellent Reports,wherein your Lordthip 
and others by an hour's reading may ſees what 
z5 our Right,and how it hath been maintain'd, 
and loſt, and regain'd by that moſt reſolute 
Prince, then owning the whole Body of the 
" Papal Dodrine, but not the Pope's Superi- 
ority or power to eſtabliſh any thing in theſe 
Fingdomes. 


It 35 true, this Prince had Diſcontents, and 
was croſt in his Deſigns, which it may be did 
either provoke him, or upon this it ts likely he 

| did 
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did take occaſion to pick, a quarrel, that he 
might the more ſpeciouſly accompliſh what hzs 
Predeceſſours could not effect. Howevcr, God 
doth often produce good Events by ſuch as 
we call evill Mediums : 25 the Beams of the 
Sun make their way through Darkneſſe and 
Vapours ; which nw again begin to ſpread 0- 
ver our heads like thick Clouds contrafled 
by long Exhalations , ready to break and 
ſend forth Lightning > Thunder and Storms 
upon this Nation, And thus [ apprehen1 their 
contraction. | 


MH ben Henry the VIII. had thus reflor'd us 
to our Liberties and ancient Rights, and diſ- 
banded the Vapall Power and l1ntereſt here, 
it was time for the Pope to contrive ſome other 
Stratagems ; and therefore mhat he could 
not doe by the power of Bulls, &c. he tries t9 
effeft by a long and continued Art, And firſt, 
he infuſeth into his Catholick King of Spain, 
| tow fit a perſon he was to be Univerſal Mo- - 
narch of Chriftendome : which the King of 
Spain's Ambitin readilie embraced, ( the 
whole Deſign whereof may be read in Campa- 
nella the Feſuite, in his Diſcourſe of the Spa- 


niſh 
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 niſh Monarchy.) About ihe ſame time the 
Pope alſo .invergles his moſt Chriitian King, 
Henry the 1V. of France ; te/ling him alſo how 
fit a perſon he was to be Univerial Moderator 
of Chriſtendone : which Bait this King's Am. 
bition did alſo readily embrace, (the whole Mo- 
dell and Platform where f is aiſo fet down by 
the Biſhop of Rhodes in bs Hiſtory of the 
ſaid Henry thelV. ) Andin all this time, while 
both theſe mi0gs were driving on theſe De- 
figns, it us obſcruab'e (by the Confeſſion of 
thoſe Hiſtorians ) that neither of them were 
privy to each other's Intentions, the buſineſs 
was ſo cunningly managed by the Pope, whoſe 
great Art it was to Reep their Deſigns ſecret, 
and put both their Wheels in motion at once : 
yet to keep his Spoak in that Wheel which tur- 
ned moſt to his advantage, 


In both theſe cited Books ( of Rhodes and 
Campanella) your Lordfhip will find that 
their chief aims and direftions were to wea- 
ken the Engliſh : and therein they ſay in theſe 
words, That there was no berter way then by 
cauſing Diviſions and Diffenfions among 

the Engliſh, and by continuall keeping up 


the 
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the ſame; and that as for their Religion, 
it could not be eafily rooted out unleſs there 
were {ome certain Schools ereted in Flan. 
ders, &c. by the Scholars whereof there 


ſhould be ſcatrered abroad the leeds for Dj- 


viſions 1n the Natural and Theologicall Scj. 


ences, which would diftratt and dilcompoſe 
their opinions and judgments : and that the 
Engliſh, being of a nature ſtill defirous of No- 
_ velcies and Changes, are eafily wrought over 
ro any thing, 


| Now that this hath been put in praflice 1 
think is obvious to every man; and as clear, 
that whilſt all Chriſtendom are in Arms and 
Confuſuons , onely the Pope fits quiet, and 
ſmiles to ſee what work he makes among 
us, reſolving ( if not prevented ) to tire every 
man out of his Religion that ſhall withdraw, 
not onely a total, but even the leaſt part of 0- 
bedience to bzs Chair, 


And thus many poor fouls are captivated, 
(eſpecially thoſe of our Nation, for whom this 
z intended) ſome being perſwaded to acknow- 
ledge the Doarines of the Church of , 

d ut 
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but-not the Power of the Court of Rome ; and 
when they are plauſibly got intothe firſt, they 
do not conſider how inſenſubly and inevitabiy 
they are enſnar'd into the other, For cer 
tainly the diſiinaion of the Church and Court 

of Rome 3s ſo ridiculous, that it 3s a mere 
Trap for weak , unknwing and unreſolved 
perſons : for ſurely the Pope will never be per- 
ſwaded to reſign his Temporalties to thoſe 
Princes from whom hs Predeceſſors. uſurpt them, 

to take upon him meerly the duty of the Church. 
So that when one of them perſwades you to turn 
to the Church of Rome, it is but to make you 
to turn or be ſubjef} to the Court of Rome, 
(andits Cardinalls, who are but a Combina- 
tion of Temporall Princes ) and to all its 
temporall Impoſitions , to maintain ſuch Prin- 
ces under the title of the Pope, and ſhrow- 
ded under the Canopy of Ecclefiaſticks and 
Piety. The truth is, the Queſtions about 
Religion are purpoſely rais'd and infus'd 


 . to intoxicate other mens brains : for the 


Court of Rome do but Iaugh at the things 
calPd Merit, Idolatry, Supererogation, Cc. 
whilſt many of their zealous Agents here (1 
perſwade my ſelf out of pure Piety ) are rea-

dy to die upon the ſpot in the defence of thoſe 
lcnents ; whereas, poor ſouls, they might ſee 
( if they would ) that that Court is onely to 
imploy them under the ſhrowds of Piety to 
bring in Griſt to the Mill by money and u- 
ſurping other mens territories ; ſo as the 
ancient and important queſtion , why we 
ſhould not give unto the King the things 
that are the King's, is quite laid aſide, 
and the queſtion is almoſt now, why we 
fhould not give to the Pope the things 
that are the King's, and ſubjugate this 
Kingdome to their Principalities, And 
thus by deceiving even their own Agents 
with a pretence of driving on Piety, 
C which is onely Sovereignty ) even many 
of the Papifts themſelves are innocently 
betrayd, and ſo are become betrayers of 0- 


thers, 


But to return to the Hiſtoricall part. 
After Henry the VIII. had caſt off the Do- 
minijon of the Papal Court, Edward the 
VI. ſucceeded, in whoſe Minority his Coun- 
cell were ſo wiſe, ( though many of them of 
the Roman Church ) that the reſolution of 

"SJ Henry 
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Henry the VIII. was re-aſſu i'd in caſling off the 
Pope's Power,and a Foundation laid for eſta- 
bliſhing a Church here, by a Form of Diſcipline 
and Loftrine free from the Power and Errours 
of the Papal Court and Church : and (though 
fome Interruption was given by Queen Mary, 
yet _) what was wantins by King Edward's 
ſhort Reign, was compleated by Queen Eli. 
zabeth, who in her very firſt year, by ihe full 
Conſent of the Lords and Commons in Par- 
liament , by example of many of her Prede- 
ceſſars , did enad, That no torrein Potentate 
or perſon ſhould exercile any power within 
any of her Dominions ; and all Eccleſi- 
 aſticall Juriſdiction ſhould be annext ro 
the Crown. And inthe. year of her Reign 
in particulir it was enadted, That whoe- 
ver ſhall acknowledge any Juriſdiction of 
the Biſhop or See of Rome within any 
of her Dominjons ſhould be guilty of , 
a Premunire , they, and their acceſſa- 


ries. 


And that the Principles of the Doftrine 
and Diicipline of our Reformed Church 


might the better be' known, the frame of it 
Th made 
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made in Edward the VI. his time, was con- 
firmed with ſome few alterations, and 39 
Articles eſtabliſhed as a Foundation an/ 
Standard of cur Doftrine and Ditcipline , 
diftinft from that of the Court , as alſo 
reformed from that of the Church, of 
Rome, - = _ 


But ſince ber time even to thu, whilſt we 
have thought our ſelves lecure from the Pa- 
pal Authority, their Religion hath lily 
crept in and incroacht among us : and be- 
ſides their many known ways, they have a par- 
ticular art of incouraging and tomenting 
all publick. and private Difterences and Dit- 
contents, purſuant to their ſecret ſnſtruct- 
_ ons for the advancement of the Papal Domi- 


Non. 


Now, as it is impoſſible for the art of Phy- 
tick to reduce the 4 Humors of a man's Body 
into one; ſo no arts of Policy can reduce the 
temper of men into one Perſuaſion of Reli- 


 £10ne 


So that herein the wiſdom of our Counſellors 
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is s dibend. in contriving that their num- 
ber may not come near the balance of the ita. 
ple or eftablithr intereſt of this Kingdom, both 
as to Church an State , wherein we are to 
ſhew our ſelves ( like our Pe ns 2 true 
Englith-men , and not to Itallanate our 
ſelves to the Dependency of any other 
State. 


And ihat this may be the more charirably 
 perform'd, they may be diſlinguiſht = : 
Actives, and Paſſives. By Adtives [ mean 
 ſuchas make it their whole buſineſs to pervert 

_ and captivate our Subjects to be ſubjef 19 the 
Pope, under the notion of Religion ; and by 
Paſhves [mean ſuch as live innocently among 
15. and there is leſe caution and ſirifneſs 
requiſite to thoſe who are paſſive in reſpef bare- 
ly of their R telrgion, then to oe who are ative 
in promoting zt. 


And therefore many ancient Laws have been 
made long before Henry the VIII. entituled 
Statutes of Premunire; which word in Eng-_ 
lith 7s, to tfortify a place before enemies come, 


ar to provide againſt any onlet by them, And 
all 
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all thoſe Laws are intended againſt the Vope's 
Spiricuall cr Temporail Invaſions upon us - 
and thoſe Laws do impoſe Penalties on fuch 
as ſhall any ways endeavour to affiſt him i; 
ſuch Invafions ; /o that being torewarn'd, (2s 
fome would have the word from premonere, ) 
we may the better be tore-armed Jor prevention 
of all their future attempts upon us, nhich is

and to change his name, howbcit at laſti he was apprehen- 
ded in Dublin, and commicied to priſon in the Caſtle there. 
Upon his firtt Examination taken by the Lord Deputic 
himſelf, he acknowledged that he was a Priclt, and ordai- 
ncd by a Pop'ſh Titulary Biſhop 3 that he had accepted th. 
title and Othce of che Pope's Viear-generall in the three Di- 
oceles betore named, and had exerciſed fpirituall jurifdici- 
on iy foro conſcientie > and in ſundry other points he main- 
tained and jultihed the Pope's authority : onely he (aid, he 
was of opinion that the Pope had no power to excommuni- 
cate ox depole his Majelt.e , becauſe the King 1s not of the 
Pope's Religion, | 

The next Term after, he was indicted upon the Statute 
of 2 Eliz. ena&ed in this Realm againſt ſuch as ſhould wil- 
fully and advifedly maintain and uphold the juriſdiction of 
any torrein Prince or Prelate in any cauſes Eccletiaſticall or 
Civil within this Realm, By which Statute the firlt offence 
of that kind is puniſhed with loſfſe of goods, and one year's 
impriſonment z the ſecond oftence incurreth the penaltic 
of the Premuxirez and the third offence is made high Trea- 
fon. Upon this Indictment he was arrajgned, convicted, 
and condemned, and lo reſted in prifon during the next 
two Terms without any farther queſtion. He then made 
petition unto the Lord Deputie to be ſet at liberty ; where- 
upon his Lordſhip cauſed him to be examined by Sir Oliver 
Saint Fohn, Sir Fames Fullertoy , Sir Fefferie Fenton, the 
Atturney and Solicitor generall. At firſt he made ſome 
evaſive and indirect anſwers; but at laſt voluntarily and 
freely he made this enſuing acknowledgement or confeſſi- 
on, which being ſet down in writing word for ward as he

Irſi,he doth acknowledge that he is not a lawfull Viear- Hi confeſſion 
generall in the Dioceſcs of Dublin, Kildareand Fernes, 9 acknow- 

and thinketh in his conſcience that he cannot lawfully take 49m" 
upon him the ſaid Office. 

Item, he doth acknowledge our Sovereign Lord King 
F ames that now 1s to be his lawfull, chiefand Supreme Go» 
vernour 1inall cauſes, as well Ecclefiaſticall as Civil,and that 
he is bound 1n conſcience to obey him in all the ſaid cauſes; 
and that neither the Pope, nor any other forrein Prelate, 
Prince or Potentate hath any power to controll the Kingin 
any cauſe Ecclefiaſticall or Civil within this Kingdome, or 
any of his Majeſtie's Dominions. 

Item, he doth in his conſcience believe, that all Biſhops 
ordained and made by the King's authority within any of 
his Dominions are lawtfall Biſhops, and that no Biſhop made 
by the Pope,or by any authority derived from the Pope, with- 
in the King's Dominions, hath any power or authoritie to 
impugn, diſannull or controllany A done by any B ſhop 
made by his Majeftie's authoritie as aforeſaid. 

Item, he profefſeth himſelf willing and ready to obey the 
King, as a good and obedient Subje& ought to doe, in all 
his lawtull commandments , either concerning his funi- 
on of Prieſthood, or any other dutic belonging to a good 
Subjea. |

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After this Confefſion made,the State here had no purpotc 
to proceed againſt him feverely, either for his contempt of 
the Proclamation, or offence againii the Law ; $1 as he had 
more liberty then beforc,and many of his friends had acceſs 
unto him; who telling him what they heard of his Con- 
felfion, he proteſted unto them, that he had only acknow- 


1:dged the King's Civil and Temporall power, without any 


conteffion or admittance of his authoritie in Spirituall cauſes. 
This being reported unto the Lord Deputic by ſundry Gen: 
tlemen, whogave faith unto what he faid, his Lordſhip 


thought fit,that'tince he had incurred the pain of Premwnire 


by exerciling Epilcopall juriſdiction as Vicar-gexerall to the 
Pope, that he ſhould beattainted of that offence, as well t9 
make him an example to others of his profeſſion, (tor almoii 
in every Diocele of this Kingdome there is a Titulary 
Fithop ordained by the Pope} as alſo that at the time of 
his Trial a jult occation might be taken to publith the Con- 
tclfion and acknowledgement which he had voluntarily 
made, tigned, and confirmed by oath betore the Lord De- 
putie and Councell, who have likewiſe ſubſcribed their 
names as witneſlcs thereof. 

Hereupon, in Hillarie Term 4 Facobi, an Inditement was 
framed againlt him in the King's B:nch upon the Statute of 
16 Rich. 2. cap. 5. containing theſe feverall points, 

1. That he had received a Bull or Brief purchaſed or pro- 
cured in the Court of Romes whieh Bull or Brief did touch 
or concern the King's Crown and dignity Royall, contai- 
ning a Commilhon ofAuthoritie from the Pope of Ryme unto 
Richard Brady and David Magragh to conſtitute a Vicar-gene- 
rall for the See of Rome, by the name of the See Apoſtolick, in 


_ the ſeverall Dioceles of Dublin, Kildare and Fernes, within 


this Kingdome of Ireland. | 
2+ That by pretext orcolour of that Bull or Bricft he was 
conſtituted Vicar-generall of the Sce of Rome, and took upon 


him the tiyle and title of Vicar-generall in the ſaid ſeverall 
Diocelſcs. - 


3- That he did exerciſe Eccleſiaſticall Juriſdiction as 
Vicar-generall of the See of Rome, by inſtituting divers perſons 
9 
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ro Benefices with cure of ſouls, by granting difpenſations 
in cauſes Matrimonial, by pronouncing fentences of divorce 
between divery married perlons, and by doing all other acts 
and things pertaining to Epiſcopal Juritdiction, within the 
{faid ſeveral Dioceſcs, againſt our S: overcign Lord the King, 


his Crown and dignity Royal, and in contempt of his Ma- 


jeliy, and diſherifon of his Crown, and contrary to the torm 


and effect of the Statute, &c. 
To this Inditement Lzlor pleaded Not guilty 3 and when 


the iſſue was to be tried, the name and reputation of the 
man, and the nature ot the cauſe, drew all the principal 
Gentlemen both of the Pale and Provinces that were in town 
to the hearing of the matter. At what time a (ubltantial 
Jury ofthe City of D#>/;n being (worn tor the trial, and the 
_ points of the Inditement being opened and (et forth by the 
King s Serjeant ; 3 the Attorney general thought it not im- 
pertinent, but very neceſſary, before he deſcended to the 
particular evidence againit the priſoner, to inform and 1a- 
mw the hearers in two Points, 
. What reaſon moved us to Sround this Inditement 
avon tl old Statute of 16 Rich. 2. rather then upon ſome 
other later Law made lince the time of King Hear. 8. 

2. What were the true cauſes of the making of this 
Law of 16 Rich. and other former Laws againſt Proviſors 
and ſuch as did appeal to the Court of Rome in thole times, 
When both the Prince and people of Exgland did for the 

moſt part acknowledge the Pope to be the thirteenth Apoſtle, 
and onely oracle in matters of Religion, and did follow 


his dogrine in moti of thoſe points wherein we now difſent 


from him. 
. For the firſt Point, we did purpoſely forkiead tO pro- 
co againſt him upon any later Law, to the end that ſuch 


as were ignorant might be informed, that long betore Ring 


Hemnr. 8. was born, divers Laws were made againlt ne 


Ulurpation of the Biſhop of Rome upon the rights of the 
Crown of England, well-nigh as ſharp and as ſevere as any 
Statutes which have been made in later times 3 and that 


theretore we made choice to proceed vpon a Law made 
| 60192 £= 
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more then 200 years palt, when the King, the Lords and 
Commons, which made the Laws, and the Judges, which 


did interpret the Laws, did tor the molt part tollow th: 


ſame opinions in Religion wich were taught and held in 
the Court of Rome. 

2, For the (ſecond Point, the cauſes that moved and al- 
moſt enforced the Exgliſþ Nation to make this, and other 
Statutes of the ſame nature, were of the greateſt impor- 
tance that could poſſibly ariſe in any State. For theſe Lars 
were made to uphold and maintain the Sovereignty of the 
King, the Liberty of the people, the Common Law,and the 
Commonweal, which otherwiſe had been undermined and 
utterly ruined by the Uſurpation of the Biſhop of Rome. 

For albeit the Kings of Exgland were ablolute Emperours 
w.thin their Dominions, and had under them as learned a 
Prelacy and Clergy, as valiant and prudent a Nobility, as 
free and wealthy a Commonalty, as any was then in Chri- 
ftendom ; yet it we look into the ſtories and records of thele 
wo Imperial Kingdoms, we ſhall find, that if theſe Laws 
of Provifion and Premunire had not been made, they had 
loſt the name of Imperial, and of Kingdoms too, and had 
been long fince made Tributary Provinces to the Biſhop of 
Kome, or rather part of S. Peter's Patrimony in demeſne. 
Our Kings had had their Scepters wreſted out of their 
hands, their Crowns ſpurned off from their heads, their 
necks trod upon, they had been made Lacquays or Foot- 
men to the Biſhop of Rome, as ſome of the Emperours and 
French Kings were 3 our Prelates had been made his Chap- 
lains and Clerks, our Nobility his Vaſſals and Servants, our 
Commons his Slaves and Villains, if theſe Aqts of manu- 
miſſion had not freed them. In a word, before the making 
of theſe Laws, the flouriſhing Crown. .and Commonwealth 
of England was in extream danger to have been brought 
into molt miſerable ſervitude and ſlavery, under colour of 
Religion and devotion to the Sce of Rome.

2. was made :t the prayer of the Com- CE annerh 
mons ; which prayer they make not for themſelves, nei- a of the 
ther ſhew they their own (elt. love therein, ( as in other Commons. 
Bills which contain their Grievances ) but their love and 
zeal to the King and his Crown, When after the Normay 
Conqueſt they importuned their Kings for the Great Char- 
ter, they (ought their own Liberties z and in other Bills pre- 
ferred commonly by the Commons againſt Shrzefs, Eſchea- 
tors, Purveyors, or the like, they ſeck their own profit and _ 
caſe : but here their Petition is to th: King, to make a Law 
tor the defence and maintenance of his own honour.

The firti encroachment of the Biſhop of Rome upon the 
|;bertics of the Crown of Erglanud was made in the time of 
G3 King 
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King William the Congueror. Foe before that time the Pop.'s 
Wric did not run in Exgland, his Bulls of Excommunication 
and Proviſion came rot thither, no Citatio-,no Appeals were 
made from thence to the Court of X;me. Our Archbiſh »ps 
did not purchaſe their Palls there, neither hid the Pope the 
Inviſtiture of any ot our Biſhopri.c ks. For it 1s to be obfcrved, 
that is under the Temporal Monarchy of Rome Brirany was 
one of the la!t Provinces that was wone, and one »f the firft 
th.t was loſt again : fo under the Spiritual Monarchy of 
the Pope of Yome Exgland was one of the laſt Countries of 
Chrilttendom that received his yoke, and was again one uf 
the firſt that did reject and catt it off. And truly, as in this, 
ſo in divers other points, the courſe of this Spiritual Monar- 
chy ot the Pope may be aptly compared with the courſe of 
the Temporal Monarchics of the world. For as the Tempo- 
ral Monarchies were firit raiſed by intrution upon other: 
Princes and Commonweals ; fo did this Spiritual Prince 
( as they now liyle him ) grow to his greatneſs by uſurping 
upon other States and Churches. As the Temporal Monar- 


 chies, t>llowing the courte of the Sun, did rife in the Eaſt, 


and fettle in the Welt 3 fo did thz Hierarchy or govern- 
ment of the Church. Ot thz tour Temporal Monarchies the 
firſt two were in Afia,the latter two in Europe 3. but the Ro- 
max Monarchy did (urpaſs and ſuppreſs them all : So were 
there tour great Patriarchs, or Ecclectiaſtical Hierarchies, 


two in the Ealt, and two 1n the Welt; but the Roman Pa- 


triarch exalted himſcit, and uſurped a Supremacy above 
them all. And as the riling of the Roman Empire was moi 
oppoled by the State of Carthage in Africa, ( amula Rome 
Carthago 5) fo the Council of Carthage and the Afri:an Bi- 
{hops did firit torbid Appeals to Rome, and oppoled the Su- 
premacy. of the Pope. And doth not Daxie/'s Image, whoſe 
head was of gold, and legs and feet of iron and clay, re- 


. preſent this Spiritual Manarchy as well as th: Temporal, 


whereas the firſt Biſhops of Kome were golden Prictts, 
though they had but wooden Chalices, and that the Popes 
of later times have been for the moſt part worldly and 
carth'y-minded ? And as the Northern Nations firlt re-

But to return to our purpoſe : The Biihop of Zome be- 
tore the firſt Norma» Conqueli hid no juriſdiction in the 
Realm of Exgland, :eith:r in the time of the Britans, nor in 
the time of the Saxons. Eleaxtberiws the Pope within lets 
then 200 years after Chriſt writes to Lucius th2 Britiſh King, 
and calls him God's Vicar withi:: his Kingdom ; which title 
. he would not have given to that King, if himſelf, under pre- 
tence of being God's Vicar-generall in earth, had claimed ju- 
rildiction over all C hriftian Ringdoms. 

Pelagius ihe Monk of Bangor, about the year 400, being 
cited to Rome retuled to appear upon the Fope s citation, 
affirming that B-itain was neither within his D.ocele nor 
his Province.

the King writes plainly tothe Pope, Notum bhabeat $ antii- 2 4V1v. 


tus veſtra, quod me tirente ( Deo auxiliante) dipnitates © wuſus Eo 


regnt noſtrt non minuentur, O fi 1 eg ( quod abfut ) in tauta me 
direQione ponerem, magnaies met , 1m) totius Avglie Popul; i1 
nully modo pateretur. Bclides,JViliam de JV arrenaſtth: King's 
procurator in the Court of &ome, told the Pope that the King 
would rather loſe his Kingdome then he would loſe th: d »- 
nation of B:jhopricks. The Pope anfwered, Know you 
precilely, Sir, I (peat; 1t before God, that for the redemption 
of my head 1 would not luffer him to enjoy it. 


Atter this Anſelme being received into the King's fivour, 


in a Synod of che Engliſh Clergie hoiden at Londoa in th 
year 1107.4 Decree was made, Cui anuiuit Rex Henricus. Gith 
Matth, Paris, that trom thencefurth HunJuam per denitionem 
Bacult Paſtoralis vel Annuli quiſquam de Eviſcipatu vel. 4bba- 
1hia per Regem vel quamlibet laicam manum,1..fti etur in {n- 
2lia. In recompence whereot the Pope yielded this tivour 
to the King, thit thencetorth no Lepat- fly uld be tent 
trom the Pope's tide into #.xgland, unlets th: King req ured 
itz and thit th: Archbiſhop of Canterbury tor the tiunc 
being ſhould be tor ever 1egatus natms : and Anſilme, tor 
the honour of his Sec, cbtemcd, that the Archu:ſhop of Cap:

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ceeding Popes kept not their promiſe touching the ſending 
ot Legatcs, (0 this (elt-ſame King, atter the death of An- 
felme,broke the Decree touching the inveltiture of the Bi- 
thops. For htc gave the Archbiſhoprick of Canterbury to Ko- 
ailtb Binop of London faith Marth. Paris, Et jllum per Annu- 
lum & Pattoralem Biculum inviſtivit 3 as betore he had in-. 
velicd J,lielmum Gifford in the B ſhoprick of Winchifter, 
contra novs Concils ſtatuta, as the fam Authour rcpore 
teth. 
The times of the next {ucceeding King Stephen were full . 
of Civil difſcntions, which inade the land well-nigh wattec, 
{o as Saint Peter's Succellour couid not take any fith in fuc|: 
troubled witers. Yet curing this King's reign they wone 
that pojnt of juriſdict:on which thcy attempted to get, but 
tailed thereof, in the time of King J/.liam Rufus 3 namely, 
That Appeals might be made to the Court of Rome. Forin - 
a Synod at Loxdon ſummoned by Hexr. Biſhop of Wincheſter, 
the Pope's Legate, it was decreed, That Appeals ſhould be 
made from Provinciall Councils to the Pope. Before that 
time 4ppellationes in uſu nox erant,faith a Monk of that time, 
donec Henricus IV inton. Epiſcopus mals ſuo, dum Legatus efſet, 
crudeliter intrufit. Thus did the Pope uſurp three main 
points of Juriſdi&ion upon three ſeverall Kings after the 
Conqueſt, (for of J/iliam Xwufus he could win nothing : ) 
namely, upon the Conquerour, the ſending of Legates or 
Commithoners to hear and determine Eccletiafticall cauſes 3 
upon Hen. 1. the Donation and Invcſiiture of Biſhopricks 
and other Benetices 3 upon King Seephen, the Appeals to the 
Court of Xome. 
Now are we come to King Hey. 2. in whole time they 
made a farthcr encroachment upon the Crown, whereby 
they endeavoured to make him but halfa King, and to take 
away half his Subjects, by exempting all Clerks from Secu- 
lar power. Hereupon roſe that long and great contention 
between King Her. 2. and Thomas Becket, which on Becket's 
behalf may be rightly termed rebellion and treaſon : the 
juſt cauſe and ground whereot was the ſame that made the 


late difference between the Pope and the Venetians. For a

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Prieſt had committed a foul murther,and buing thereot in- = 
diced and convided, prayed the benctit of h 's Clergic,which 7 ra LON f 
being allowed unto him, he was delivered to the Bithop of ;,. aller, m 
Salisbury, being his Ordinary, to make his purgition :; 1b cr ares 
which the murtherer tailing to doe, ihvuld by the Law ave ſing. 
been degraded, and dclivered back to the Secular pPOWCT. 
But the Biikop contemning the Law Gf the land, to enlarg: 
the Iberties of the Church, fcnt his prito:cr to Thomas 
B:cket then Archbilhop of Canterbury, wh» ſhitted him int: 
in Abbey,und ſo retcued him trom the capital pun;:ſhment 
he had juttly defcrved. 
This g:p of 1mpunitic being once opened, the Clergie 
grew to outrageous, as the King was intormed ot a hundred. 
murthers committed by Clerks,und yet not one of them cxe- 
cuted for the {ame 3 for that the Archbiſhop had protected 
them all after the ſame manner.For this the King w.s julily 75 Coniti- 
incenſed againlt the Archbiſhop, who juftitied his doing here- 1ntivns of 
in. Whereupon a common Council as well of the B: {hops as of ag 
the Nobility was called, wherein they did revive and re-ctta- 
bliſh the ancient laws and cuttomes of the Kingdome tor the 
government of the Clergie, and ordering of cautes Ecclctia. 
ms whereof thcſe were the principal Heads or Articles. 
. Thatno Bithop nor Clerk ſhould depart the Realm 
We the King's Iicence 3 and that ſuch 2s obtained li- 
cence thould give fureties that they thould procure no hurt 
or damage to the King or Realm during their ablence 1 in 
_ forrein parts. 
2. That all Biſhopricks and Abbeys being void ſhould 
remain in the King's hands as his own demeſnes , untill he 
had choſen and appointed a Prelate thereunto; and that e- 
very ſuch Prelate ſhould doe his homage to the King betore 
he were admitted unto the place.

To theſe and otter Conititutions of the ike nature made 
af Claringdon all the ret of the Bihops and great men did 
ſubtcribc,ind bound themicives ty o.:th to obterve the ſame 
abſolutely 3 onely the Archbi(hop wo id not ſubſcribe,and 
{wcar, but witha $2ing, [av jſuwo ordine © boziore fanite Ec- 
clefie: yct at latt he wis content to make the like ablolute 
Sublcriptio:1 and Oath as the reli had done, but pretently 
he repented 3 and to ſh:w his repentance lu{ſpcnded him- 
(c!t trom celebrating Maile, till he had received ablolution 
trom the Pope, Then he began to maintain and jultife the 
exemption of Clerks againz whereat the King's diſplca- 
{ure was kindled anew: and then the Archbiſhop once a- 
gain promiſed abſolute obedience to the King's Laws. (Sce 
the fickl-ncfs and mutability of your contiant Martyr. ) The 
King, to bind fatt this ſlippery Protexs, called a Parliament 
ot the Bithops and Barons, and ſending tor the Roll] of thoſe 
Laws, required all the Bithops to ſet their Szals thereunto. 
Thcy all afſented but the Archbiſhop, who proteticd he 
would not ſect his Seal, nor give allowance to thoſe Laws. 
The King,being highly cffended with his rebellious demea- 
nour, required the Barons in Parliament to give Judgement 
of him, who being his Subje& would not be rulcd by his 
Laws : Cito facite mihi Juftitiam de ills, qui homo mcus ligens 
et & flare Furi in Curia mea receſat. Whereupon the Barons 


proceeding againit him, and being ready to condemn him 3 


I prohibit you (quoth the Archbiſhop) in the name of Al- 
mighty God to proceed againſt me, for I have appealed to 
the Pope; and ſo departed in contempt of that high Court, 
Omnibus clamantibs:,laith Hoveden, Qud progrederi,proditor 
exſpeita & andi judicium tunum.

ſ:pcs and letters p.tling to and fro, Þ.lI ths Suttragans of 


Canterbury joyn 1n a letter to the Pope, wherein they con- 
demn the tugitive Archbiſh -p, and jultine the King's pro- 
ce<dings. Upon this th: Fope ſends two Legites to the 
King being then 1n Normandy, to mediate for the Arch- 
b ſhop. They. with the mediation of the Frexch King, pre- 
vailed fo far with King Hexry, as that he was pleated to 


accept his (ubmiſſion oace again, and promiſed the King of 


France, that it he would be obedicnt to his Livws, he thould 
enjoy as ample liberties as any Archbiſhop of "anterbury ever 
had : and ſoſent him into' Exgland with recommendation 
unto the young King his Son,, then lately crowned 3 wino, 
caring ot his coming, commanded him to forbear to come 


to his preſence, untill he had abſolved the Archbiſhp of 


1-rk and others, whom he had excommunicated tor per- 


torming their dutics at his Coronation. The Archbiihop rc- 


turned an{wer, that th-y had done him wrong in uſurping 
his office 3 yet if they would take a folemn oath to become 
obedient to the Pope's commandment in all things concer- 


ning the Church,he would abſolve them. The Biſhops un- 


deritanding this, proteſted th.y would never take that, oath 
unleſs the Ring willed them (o to doe. King Henry tlic F2- 
ther being hercot advertiſed into France, did nic into great 
paſſion and choler, and in the hearing of ſome ot his ſervants 
uttered words to this effect > Jill no man revenge me of mine

Whereupon the 4 Gentlemen named in the Stories 

of thar time paſled into England, and tirit moving the Arch- 

bithop to abſolve the Biſhops v hom he had excommunica- 

tcd tor performing, their Duties at the young King's Coro- 

nation, and recciving a peremptory an(wer of deniall trom 

the Archbithop, they laid violent hands upon him, and flew 

him ; tor which the King, was tain not onely to (utter cor- 

poral penance. but in token of his humiliation ro 

kifTe the knee of the Pope's Legate. And this is the a- 

bridgement of: Beckes's Troubles, or rather Treaſons, for 

which he was celebrated for fo tarnous a Mirtyr. And thus

Now then the Biſhop of R-me having claimed and wel- 
nigh recovered full and fole jurifdicion in all caufes Eccle- 
fiatticall, and over all perſons Ecclefiafticall, with power to 
diſpoſe of all Eccletiaſticall Benehces in Eugland, whereby 
he had upon the matter made an abſolute conqueſt of more 
then halt the Kingdome, { for every one that could read the 
Pſalm of 17iſerere was a Clerk, and the Clergie poſſeſſed 
the moietic of all temporall poſſeſſions, ) there remained 
now nothing to make him owner and proprietor of all, but 
to get a ſurrender of the Crown, and to make the King his 
Farmer, and the people his Villains, which he fully accom- 
pliſhed and brought ro paſſe in the times of King Foby and 
of Hen. 3. 

7i- caſe sf The quarrell between the Pope and King Foba, which 
rhe quarrel wretied the Scepter out of his hand, and in the end brake 
= his heart,began about the EleQion of the Archbigiop of 
Canterbury. Icallit EleRion, and not Donation or Invetti-

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ture; forthe minncr of inveſting of Biſhops by the Staffe 


and Ring after the time of King Hep. 1. w $s not any more | 


uſed, but by the King's licence they were Canonically £- 


Ieed,and being elected, the King gave his Royall aſſent to 
their cle@ion, and by reltitution of their Ternporaltics did 
tul'y invelt them. And though this courſe ot cleftion began 
tobcmnuſe in the time of Rich. 1. and Hen. 2+. yet I tind it 
not confirmed by any Conttitution or Charter before the 


time of King obs, whoby i:5 Chartcr dated the fifteenth 


of Janwary,in the tixteenth year of his Reign, granted th's

Pope. The Sce of Canterbury being void, the Monks of 


Canterbury {ſuddenly and fecret.y without the King's licence 
elected one Reignold their Subprior to be Archbiſhop, who 
zmmediately potted away to be confirmed by the Pope. Bur 
when he came there, the Pope rejeted him, becauſe he 
came not recommended trom the King. Hereupon the 
Monks made {uit to the King to nominate ſome fi* perton 
to whole eleQion they might proceed. Th: King com- 
mends Fohy Gray Bilhop of Norwich, his principall Coun- 


{cilour, 
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follour, whowas. trerward Lord Jutflicc of this King dome, 
who with a tull confcnt was elected by them, and aftrer- 
w.rds admitted and tully invetted by the King. Thele 1wo 
c!cctions bred (uch acontrovertic 15 none might dotermine 
but the Pope, wh?) pave a thort ralc 1n the cafe, for |: 
pronounced both clcchions void, and caulcd fome of th: 
Monks of Canterbury, who were then prefent in the Court 
of R me, toproceced ro thc clegtion of Stephen Langton, latc- 
Iv mide Cardinal at the motion and fuit of the French King: 
w1io being lo clected was forthwith contirmed and conleura: 
tcd by the Pope, and recommended to the King of Kygl 1nd 
with < flattering Letter,and a preſent of tour Rings let with 
prectous ttones, Which were of great value and cttimation 
in thoſe d:ys. Howhbeit the King more citeeming this 
Jewell of the Crown, namely, the Patronage of Bithopricks, 
returned 2 round and King'y anfwer to the Pope, That mm- 
confiderate'y and rith'y he had cafſed and m:de void the 
election ot the Biſhop of Norwich, and had cauled one 
I 3ngton, a man to lim unknown, and bred up and nou- 
riihd zmongtt h's mortal enemics, to be conſecrated Arch- 
bihop, without ary due form of election, and without his 
Rov=] afſent, winch wss moſt of all requitite by the ancient 
laws and cuſtomes of his Realm. That he marvelled much, 
that tie Pope hini(clt 2nd the whole Court of Rome did not 
conftider What a precious account they ought to make of 
the King ot Erglard's fricndihip, in regard that his one 
Ringdome did yicld them more profit and revenue then all 
the other countries on this ſide the Alpes. To conclude, 
hc would maintain the liberties of his Crown to the dea h, 
he 14 0u'd refirain all his ſubje&s from going to Rome. And. 
Ince ths Archb ſhps, Biſhops and other Prelates within 
his domanions. were as lezrned and religious as any 0- 
ther in Chriſtendome, his ſubje&s ſhould be judged by 
them in Ecclefiaſtica!l matters, and ſhould not need to 
run out of thtir own countty tv beg Fuſtice at the hands of 


 ftrangers. 


But wh tfcllgwed upon this? The Pope, after a (hurp

,mong, the people. This put the King mto fuc!. 1 ripe, 
thit he on the other part (er7cd the Temporaltics of all Et. 
ſhops and Abbots, and contiſcatgd the goods Gt ill thr 
tlerpie, Then doth the Pope by 4 folemn ſentence at 
ome depolſe the King, and ky : Bull 1-nt into wh 
chargeth his ſubject's of thicir allegeance, and by i Lepate 
tent tothe King of Fraxce gave the Ringdome ot England 
to him and his fuccefſſours tor ever. 

Theſe things brought ſuch contulion and miſerie t9 all e- 
ſtates and degrees of people in England, as the King became 
odi0us fo all his ſubje ts, 3s well to the Latetic 2 44S on 
Clergic, For as th: Pithops and religious people curted ! 
abroad, fo th: Barons t00x rms againſt him at home. wit 
with much bloudſhed they forced him, by printing the 
Great Charter,to reſtore King Edwards Laws containing tit: 
ancient Liberties of the tubj<s ot England. Th: P. pe. be- 
ing a ſpeRator of this Tragedy, 2nd tceing th: King in to 
weak and deſperate eſtate, ſent a L:g:ite to comtort hm,

and to make a reaſonable motion unto hims to wit. tht 


he thould ſurrender and give up his Crown and Ring- 
dome to the Pope, which thould be re-grant<d anto mM 


again to hold in Fee-tarm and V.ffal:ge of rc Church of 


Rome : And that thereupon the Pope would biette nm ind 
his Realm again, and curice his eels and cnermies 1n {uct} 
ſort, as he ſhould be better ettzblithtin his Ringdome then 
he was betore.

The Pope had no ſooner gotten this 
conveiance, though it were void in law,but he excommuani- 
cateth the Barons, and repeals the Great Charter, athrming 
thitit contained liberties too great for his {ubjects ; calls 
th: King his Vaſſall, and theſe Kingdomes $.1int Peter s Pa- 
trimony 3 grants a general Bull of Provition tor the bettow- 
ing ot all Eccletie{ticall Benetices, and takes upon im to 
be abſolate and immediate Lord otall.

And fo wau'd hs doe at this day, it the King would give

But what ute did the Pope m.ke of this grant and fur- 
render of the Crown unto him £ what did he gain by 1t, 
if our Kings retained the profits of their Kingdomes to th-ir 
own uſe £ Indecd we do not find that the Fee-farm of a 
thouſand marks was ever payd, but thit it is all run 
in arrear till this preſent day. For the troth is, the Court 
of Rome did (corn to accept to poor a revenue as a thouſand 
marks per anzum out of two Kingdomes, But ater thc 
death of King 7obx, during all the reign of Hen.3. his foo, 
the Pope did not claima Seignioury or a Rent out of Exg- 


 1:indand Ireland, but did endeavour to convert all the pro- 
fits of both Lands to his own uſe, as if he had been ſeized 


of all in demeſne. For whoſoever will reade Marth. Paris 
his flory of the time of King Hen. 3- will ſay theſe things 
{ſpoken of before were but the beginnings of evils. For the 
Exactions and oppreſſions of the Court of Kome were fo con- 
tinualland intolerable, as that poor Monk, who lived in 
thoſe times, thongh oth:rwiſe he adored the Pope,doth call 
England Baalam's Aſſe loaden, bzaten, and enforced to 
ſpeak 3 doth call the Court of Rome Charybdis and bara- 
thrum avaritie, the Pope's Collectors Harpyes, and the Pope 
aimſclt a Srepfather, and the Church of Kome a Stepmother.

Nay, taid the Atturncy generall, we can never ſpeak of it 
ina better time or fitter place ; and theretore though you, 
that bear ſo reverend a title, and hold the reputation of {:» 
great a Clerk, require a farther time; yet ſhall you hear 
that we Lay-men that ſerve his Majeſiie, and by the dutic 
ot our places are to maintain the Juriſdiction of the Crown,

Church; in cauſes of Matrimony, becuuſe Marriages werc 


for the molt part ſolemnized in the Church ; in cauſes Teſt z- 
mentary, becauſe Teftaments were many times made in ex- 
trema, when Church-men were preſent, giving ſpiritual 
comfort to the Tcltator, and theretore they were thought 
the fitteſt perſons to take the probates of tuch Teſtaments. 
Howbcit theſe Biſhops did not proceed in theſe cauſes ac- 
cording to the Canons and Decrees of the Church, (tor the 
Canon Law was not then hatched or dream'd of ) but ac- 
cording to the rules of the Imperial] Law, as the Civil M:- 
giliratc did proceed in other cauſes: neither did the Empe- 
rours, in giving this Juriſdiction unto them, give away their 
own Supreme and abſolute power, to correct and pun hi 
theſe Judges as well as others, it they performed not their 
ſeverall duties. This then is moſt certain, that the primi- 
tive Jurildiction in all theſe cauſes was in the Civil Magi- 
ftrate, and (on right it remaincth at this diy 3 and though 


It be derived from him, it remaineth in him as in the foun- 


fain. Forevery Chrithan Monarch ( as well as the god:y 
Kings of Fudz) Is cuft»s etriuſque Tabale and conlequent- 
ly hath power to puniſh not onely Treaſon, Murther, Thetet, 
and all naaner of Force and Fraud ; but Inceli, Adultery, 
Uſury, Perjuty, Simony , Sorcery, Idolatry, Blaſpheny. 
Neither are theſe Cauſes in reſpect of their own quality and 
nature to be diitinguiſhed one from another by the names ot 
Spiritzall or Temforall - For why is Adultery a Spiritual cauſe 
rather then Murther, when they are both offences alike a- 
gainft the Second Table? or Idlatry rather then Perjury, 
being both offences likewiſe againſt the Firſt Table? And 
indeed if we conlider the natures of theſe Cauſes, it wil! 
ſeem ſomewh+t 2bſurd that they are diſtinguiſhed by th: 
name of Spirizwall and Temporall : for, to ſpeak properly, 
that which is oppoſed to Spiritual ſhould be termed C ar- 
all; and that which is oppoſed to Temporall ſhould be cal- 


led Eternall, And therefore if things were called Þy 


their proper names , Adultery ſhould nor he called a ſpi- 
ritmall offence , but a carnall. But ihall I expreite plain+ 


ly and briefly why theſe Cauſes were firti denomina- 
ted, 
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ted, fo Spiritual or Eccleſtaſticall, and others Temporal 
.nd Civil. 
| Truly thty were fo cated; not from the nature of the 
Caufcs, as I lid betore, but from the quality of the perſons 
whom the Prince had made Judges in thoſe Cauſes, The 
(_lergic did liudy ſprrituall things, and did protefſe to live 
ſecundiam ſpiritum, and were called ſpirituall men and there 
tOre they called the Cauſes wherein Princes hid given them 
jur- {diction ſpiritual canſes, itter their own name and qua- 
lity. But becaule the Lay-magilirates were (11d to intend 
the things of rhis world, which are temporall and tranlitory, 
the Clerpie called them ſecular or temporal! wen, and th? 
C.aufes wherein they were Judges temporal canſug. T tus 
diſtinGtion began hrit in the Court of Fome, where the 
C.lergie having by this Juriſdiction gotten great wealth, 
their wealth begot pride, their pride begot ingratitude 
towards Princes, who firtt gave them their Juriſdiction, 
and then, according to the nature of all ungratetull perſons, 
they went about to extingu'ih the memory of the benefit : 
tor whereas their Juriſdiction w-s tirft derived from Ceſar, 
in the execution whereot they were Ceſar's Judges, lo as 
both their Courts and Cauſes ought ttiil to have born Ce- 
ſar's image and ſuper ſcription , as belonging unto Ceſar» 
they blotted Ce/ar's name out of the liyle of their Courts, 
and —= them Ccarts Chriftian, as it the Courts holden by 
other M. giftrates had been in compariſon but Courts vt 
Erhnicks 5 and the Cauſes which in their nature were mecr- 
ly Civil, they called Spiritxall 2nd Ecclefiaſticall. So as 1t the 
Emperour thould challenge his Courts and Cauſcs again, 
and ſay, Xeddite Ceſarique ſant Ceſarsy, they would ail cry 
out on the contrary part and fay, Date Deo cue ſunt Det » 
our Courts bear the name and title ot Chrif, the (upcricrip- 
tion of Ceſar 15 quite vi orn out, and pot to be tound upen 
.them. And this pcint of their policy is worth the chicr- 
ving, that when they tournd their jur:{diGhon in Mitrimc

been Sacriledge, it the Civil Magiſtrate had intermeddled 
with che lealt matter that had relation to Matrimonie, or 
any dependencie thereupon. So then it appeareth, that all 
Cauſes whereot Eccletiaſticall or Spirituall perſons have 
cogniſance or juriſdiction by the grants or permiſſion ot 
Princes are called Ecelcſiaſticall or Spirituall cauſes, And as 
all their Courts ire called Spirizuall Courts, lo all Caulcs 
determinable in thote Courts are called Spirituall Cauſes. 
And theretore where Mr. Lalor hath acknowledged the 
King's Majeltic to be Supreme Governour 1 all Ecclefiaſticall 
canſes, he hath therein acknowledged the King's Suprerma- 


\cic in all Spiritual cauſes > wherein he hath but rendered to 


Ceſar that which is Ceſar's, and hath given unto his Ma- 
jeſtie no more then all the Biſhops ot Exglaxd have yielded 
to his Predeceſſours, not onely in this latter Age, but alſo 
in former times both betore and tince the Conqueſt, as hath 
been before at large expreſſed. 


Here the day being far ſpent, the Court demanded of the

Authority of the {aid Act to be high Treaſon, and the Otten- 
dor and Oftendors therein , their Procurors, Abettors and 
Countcllours to the fa&, and committing of the {11d oftence 
or oftences , ſhould be deemed and adjudged high Trai- 
tours to the Queen and the Realm 3 and being there- 
of lawtully indicted and attainted,according to the courle of 
the Laws of this Realm, ſhould ſuffer pains of death, allo 
loſe and forteit-all their Lands, Tenements, Hereditaments, 
Goods and Chattels,as in caſes of high Treaton by the Laws 
of this Realm ought to be loſt and forteited, as by the (aid 

Ac appeareth. 7 
And albeit many of her ſabjeRs, after the ſaid Bull of Piws 
#intw, adhering to the Pope,did renounce their former O- 
bedience to the Queen 1n reſpect of that Bull; yet all this 
time no Law was either made or attempted againſ/i them for 
their Recuſancy, though it were grounded upon fo diſloyal 
a Cauſc. Now that theſe ſpeechleſs Bulls were declared by 
AQ of Parliament to be ſo dangerous, then in place of them 
Jeluites and Xomi/ſh Pricits were (ent over, who in fecret cor- 
ners whiſpered and infuſed into the hearts of many of che 
unlearned fubjeRs of this Realm, that the Pope had power 
to excommunicate and depoſe Kings and Princes; that he 
had excommunicated the Queen. deprived her of her King- 
dome, and diſcharged all her ſubje&s of their Oath, Duties, 
and Allegeance to her; and therefore they ovght not to 
| obey 
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obey her , or any of her Commandments or Laws, under 
pain of the Pope's Curſe. This was high Treafon by the 
ancient Laws of England: And thereupon Campion) Sher- 
win, and many other Romiſh Priciis, being appreh-n4ed, and 
_ conteifing that they came into Exgland to make i pariy tor 
ti: Catholick cauſe when need ſhould require, were um th: 
21. ycar of the (aid Queen's Reign, by the ancient Commoa 
Laws of Englaxl, indicted, arraigned, tried, adjudged and 
exccuted tor high Treaſon agiunti their natural Allegeance 
which they ought their licge Sovercign. But all th's time 
there was no At of Parliament made either againit Recu- 
ſants, or Jcſuites, or Prietis, her Majeſty (till defiring and 
expecting th:ir converſion, and that by clemency and 
mildne(s thcy might be reclaimed to their former obedience 
and conformity betore the (aid Bull. Afcer Prieſts and J]c- 
ſuites were pumiſh:d by ſentence of Law according to thcir 
demerits: th:n great numbers of {landerous and ſeditious 
Books ( libri falfidict) againti her Majefty and the State were. 
diſperſed and ſcattered within this Realm, tending to the 
inciting and fiirring of the Subjects to Infurre@ion and Re- 
bellion. 

Her Majeftie in open Parliament, having with the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, mature conliderati- 
on of {o weighty and important cauſes,in the 23 .ycar of her x, $,,,;- 
Reign made two ſeveral Laws. Oacagainii the makers and gan. 23 K-- 
publiſhers of Scditious Books,ordaining that offence to be Fe- gin e E/r7- 
lony : another againſt Recuſants, intlicting the penalty ot 
twenty pounds the month for their Recuſancie :and yet up- 
on their ſubmiffion according to the AR, to be thereot freely 
and abſolutely diſchirged,(a milde and merciful Law,conii- 
_ dering their former Conformity, and the cauſe of their Re- 
volt.)But after theſe Jefuites and Romiſh Priefts coming daily 
into and ſwarming within the Realm, inflilling itil this poi- 
fon into the Subjects hearts,that by reaſon of the (aid Bull of 
Piws Quintws her Majelty was excommunicated, deprived of 
her Kingdome,& that her Subje&s were diſcharged of all O- 
bedience to her,and by all means endeayouring to withdraw 


them from their Duty and Allegeance to hex Mijcliy, and to 
M reconcile

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reconcile them to the Church of Rome in the 257. year of 
her Reign, by Authority of Parliament, hzr Majelily made 
it Treaſon for any Jefuite or Romi(h Priett, being her natu- 
ral-born Subje&,and madea Romiſh Pricit or Jeluite fithence 
the beginning of her Reign, to come into any of hcr domi- 
nionsz intending thereby to Keep them out of the ſame, to 
the end that they ſhould not intce ary other SubjzeRs with 
ſuch treatonable and damnible perfſwations and practices 
as are aforeſaid, which without controvertie were high 
Treaſon by the ancient Common Laws of Exgland. Nei- 
ther would ever magnanimous King of England, tithence 
the firtt eltabliſhment of this Monarchy, have ſuffered any 
( eſpecially being his own natura]-born Subjects ) to live, 
th:t perlwaded his S.bjedts that he was no lawtull King, 
and practiſed with them( within the heart of this Realm )to 
withdraw them from their Allegeance and Loyalty to their 
Sovereign, the ſame being crimen leſe Majeftatss by the 
ancient Laws of this Realm. 


Y this and by all the Records of the Indi&ments it ap- 
pe.rcth that theſe Jctuites and Prictts are not condem- 
ned and exccured tor their Prictthood and Profeflion, but for 
their treaſonable and damnable Per{waſions, and Pradtices 
againit the Crowns and Dignities of Monarchs and abſolute 
Princes, who hold their Kingdoms and Dominions by law- 


tul Sacccllion, and by inherent Birth-right and deſcent ot © 


inhcritance,( according to the fundamental Laws of this 


Re.lm ) immediately of Almighty God, and are not 
Tcnants of their ' RKingdomes ( as they-would have it ) 


at th: wil] and pleaſure of any farrein Potentate whatſo- 
EVET. 


Now albeit the proceedings and proceſs in the Ecclefiafti- 


cal Courts be in the name of the Biſhops, &c. it followeth 


not therefore, that either the Court is not the King's, or the 


Law whereby thiy* proceed is not the King's Law. For, 


taking one example for many,every Leet or View of Frank-

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yet it is the King s Court,and all the proceedings therein arc 


directed by the King's Laws : and many {ubjectsin Exgland 
have and huld Courts of Record and other Courts, and yct 
all their proceedings be according to the King's Laws and 
the Cuſtomes of the Realin. 


Obſerve,( good Reader) ſeeing that the determination 
of Herelics, Schiſms, and Errours in Religion, Ordering, Ex- 
amination, Admiſſion, Inſtitution and Deprivation of men of 
the Church, { which do concern God's true Religion and 
Service ) of right of Matrimony , Divorces, and general 
Baſtardy, ( whereupon depend the tirength of mens Dil- 
cents and Inheritances ) of probate of Teſtaments , and 
letters of Adminittration, (without which no debt or dutic 
due to any dead man can be recovered by the Common 
Law ) Mortuaries, Pentions , Procurations , Reparations of 
Churches, Simony, Inceſt, Adultery, Fornication and In- 
continency, and ſome others, doth not belong tothe Com- 
mon Law, how neceſfary it was, for adminittration of Ju- 
tiice, that his Majcfiic's Progenitors, Kings of this Realm, 
did by. publick authority. authozize Eccletiafiicall Courts un- 
der them, to determine thoſe great and important Cauſes 
Eccletiaſtical ( exempted from the Juriſdiction of the Com- 
mon Law ) by the King's Laws Ecclefiattical. Which was 
done originally for two canſes. 3. That Jultice ſhould 


be adminifire4 under the Kings cf this Realm with- 


in their own Kingdome,, to: at] their Subjecs , and in all 


Cauſes. 2. That the Kings of Exgland ſhould be furniſhed 


upon all occations, either forrein or domeſtical, with lear- 
ned Protcflors as well of the Eccletialticall as Temporiall 


Laws, 


Hus hath it appeared, as well by the ancient Common 
Laws of this Realm, by the Reſolutions and Judge- 
ments of the Judges and Sages of the Laws of Exgland in all 
 Cucceflion of ages, as by Authority of many Acts of Parlia- 
ment, ancient and of litter times, That the Kingdome of 
England is an ablolute Monarc!y, aud that the King is the 
| | oncly

onely Supreme Governour, as well over Ecclefiaſticall per- 
ſons and in Eccleſiaſtical cauſes, as Temporal, within this 
Realm; to the due obſervation of which Laws both the 
King and the Subject are (worn. I have herein cited the 
very words and tcxts of th: Laws, Retolutitons, judgements, 
and Acts of Parliament, all publick and in print, without a- 
ny interence, argument, or amplitication 3 and have part1- 
cularly quoted the books, years, Icaves, chapters, and fuch 
like certain references, as every man may at his pleaſure fee 
and reade the Authorities herein cited, This Cale is repor- 
ted in the Engliſh and Latine tongues, (as ſome other Wri- 
ters of the Law have done,) to the end that my dear Coun- 
trymen may be acquainted with the Laws of this Realm, 
their own Birth-right and inheritance, and with {uch evi- 
dences as of right belong to the ſame : afſuring my lelt that 
no wiſe or true-hearted Engliſh-man, that hath been per- 
(waded before he was infiruRed, will refuſe to be inſtruc- 
red in the truth, (which he may ſee with his own eyes)left he 
ſhould be diſſivaded from errour, wherewith blindfold he 
hath been deceived. For miſerable is his caſe, and worthy 
of pity, that hath been perſwaded before he was infiruted, 
and now will refuſe to be inſtructed, becauſe he will not be 
perſwaded.
